Vienna, July to. 
HE 7th Iaftant the great Tourna- 
ment or Caroufel, (for which we {aid 
in our former extraordinary Prepara- 
tions were made,) was open'’d at the 
Emperor’s Palace of Schonbrun. The 
phts were divided into two Troops, one 
cloath'd in Red, the other in Blue: The firft was 
led by the Emperor , and was compos'd of Count 
Maximilian Martinitz , Count Leopold Lamberg, 
Count Dietrichftein, Count Sereni, Count Colore- 
do, Count Kinski, Count Althan, Count Hazfeld, 
Count Staremberg, Count Sternberg, and Count 
Gu:do Staremberg as Marfhal of the Field. The o- 
ther was led by Prince Maximilian of Hanover, and 
was compos’d of the Count of Salm, Count Dier- 
richftein Knight of Malta, Count Flerberftein,Count 
Zierolin, Count Traurmansdorf, Count Wal, Count 
Colalto, Count Paar, Count Lengheim, Count Ro- 
femberg, and Count Herbeville as Marfhal of the 
Field. The Judges of the Garoufel were the Am. 
baffador of Venice, the Prince of Salm Great Ma- 
fter of the Emperor’s Houfhold, Count Trautfon < 
Great Chamberlain, and Count Waldftein great 
Marthal of the Court. Each Troop was preceeded 
by acertain Number of Trumpets and Kettle- 
drams, the Field Marfhals were preceeded by led 
Horfes richly caparifon’d, the Emperor by his Pages, 
and each Knight by his Gentlemen carrying Lances 
andJavelins gilt, as alfo by their Foormen in Li- 
veries, After they had made fome Turns about 
the Lifts, the Troops took their appointed Stati- 
ons; the Emperor and the Prince of Hanover began 
the Courfe, and after them the Knights ran two at a 
Time ; but the third Courfe was hardly begun, 
when ‘he Wind grew fo boifterous, that the reft was 
put offrothe next Day. The Emperor won the 
Prize of the Piftol, and of running at the Heads ; 
the Count of Zierolin that of the Lance, the. 
Cunt of Colalro that of the Javlin or Dart, and 
the Count of Paar that of the Sword. The 7th 
Mr. Stepney and Monfieur Bruininx return’d 
hither from Tirnau. The 11th a Conference was 
held at the Favorire, in the Emperor's Prefence, 
upon the Affairs of Hungary, where all Letters and 
Papers lately deliver'd on both fides, were examin’d ; | 
and the next Day the Bifhop of Ofnabrug and Counc 
Wrariflan acquainted Mr. Stepney: and Monfieur 
Bruininz with the Refolutions of this Court, and de- 
fit'd them in the Emperor’s Name to undertake ano- - 
ther Journey ro Tirnau, which they began the fame 
Day at 4 in the Afternoon. The XXIII Articles of 
Peace propos'd by the Malecontents, with the Em- 
ptror’s Anfwer to them. are printed here. In Cafe

Hague, July 30. "Tis faid the King of Pruffia 
has made fome Offers to the Prince of Naffau 
Siegen to prevail with him to make over to him his 
Pretentions or Rights to the Succeffion of Orange ; 
But that that Prince bas refus’d them, refolving nor 
to quitthe Title of Prinee cf Orange which he 
took upon him prefenlty after the Death of the late 
King William. Prince Lewis of Baden having form’d 
fome Defign againft the Enemy, has fent Count 
Schlick to Coblentz, to defire the Elector of Trier 
to furnifh him with Cannon and Powder neeef- 
fary for excuting of it. Their High Mightineffes 
being inform’d, that fome Perfons as well in Holland 
as in the Spanifh Netherlands, give out that this 
State intends to appropriate feveral Towns of the 
{aid Netherlands to themfelves, have refolv’d to un- 
deceive the People ; and to that End have order'd 
a Declaration or fort of Manifefto to be drawn up, 
in which they declare they Pretend to nothing in 
the Spanith Netherlands, looking upon the whole 
as belonging to King Charles JIL and the Spanith 
Monarchy ; and the fame will be f{pecdily publift'd.
